Report of the Bureau of Statisties— 
Financial—Washington News. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, September 1.—The annual 
report of the Bureau of Statis'ics of the 
Treasury Department, showing the imports 
and exports of the year ending June 90, 
makes avery. bad showing for the United 
States in eomparison with the year preceding. 
For instance, the total value of exports of 
domestic merchandise for the year was a 
round bundred and fifty millions less than 
the preceding year, while the Imports were 
nearly a hundred millions greater thao last 
year. The imports of gold and silver for the 
past year were less than half those of the pre- 
cedirg year,and the exports of the same 
article nearly threefold that of the year pro- 
ceding. 

Of the exports of domestic merchandise, 
Which amounted to $733,000,000 worth, leas 
than 5100, 000. 000 worth were carried in 
American vexsela and $629,000,000 in foreign 
vessels. Of the imports $130 000,000 worth 
were brought in American vessels and $571,- 
000,000 in foreign vessels. 

Of the gold aad silver exported, by far the 
largest quantity went to Eagland, $4,500,000 
having gone to England during the closing 
month and not so much as $1,000,000 to any 
of the other countries, France being the next 
highest on the list with about $200,000. Of 
he imports of gold here are the year’s 
figures:

The political assezsament« have brought to 
the surface some curicus complaints recarde 
ing the difficulties of department clerks in 
keeping up their expenses. Manvof them 
claim that they are only able to barely live on 
their salaries, aud are obliged to borrow 
money at exorbitant rates of interest to get 
along. There are, it is learned, a number of 
men who make a business of loaning money 
it very high rates to these men, the cha ges 
ranging from eight to eighteen per cent per 
month for the use of money. One colored 
man who is seen daily perambuilating the de- 
partments, looking after his loans there, is 
«aid to have made a fortune in this business, 
Anotber man keeps s bank of deposit and 


joan, paying six per cent rer annum on de- 


posits aud loaning them out at 
probably six per cent per month. 
he fact is however, that the people who pay 
these enormous rates are of the class who 
are alwavs in that unfortunate condition, of 
want. No class of employes in the country 
are better paid, in p ovortion to the hours 
they work,thantbe Government clerks. They 
sre not extravagantiy pald, as many im»gine, 
vet their compensation is fair and easily 
earned, and they all have sufficient leisure 
hat they might add something to their 
earnings outside office hours did they desire 
to do 80.

OUR FINANCES. 

I began this report with a rather dark pic- 
ture of the financial result of the impor s and 
exports of the past year. Some facts that 
will be shownin the forthcoming report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, h wever, show 
a more satisfactory state of affairs in regard 
t» the general finances, The receipts of the 
year have been unprecedeniediy large, and 
the reduction in the public debt and in the 
interest both is very material. The public 
debt at the close of the wer was $2,756 481,- 
571; nowit is $1,693,254.689. Theu n was 
$78 25 to each cCiizen; now it is 
$3207 per head, or about two-fifths 
hat it was per head. No bonds 
bear greater interest than 4% per cent, and 
from that range downward to 8 per cent. Of 
this $12,000,000 of interest paid annual y. 
only $1,140,000 is paid abroad, the remainder 
to our own people, the number of bondhoid- 
ers in this country numbe iat nearly 100,000.

LONDON, August 31.— News has been re- 
ceived from Cairo that a meeting of notables 
held there on August 29 declared Arabi 
Pasha sole ruler of Egypt, and tbat the Pre- 
fect of Police has declared against this and 
has ordered the arrest of all persons who at- 
tended the meeting. Among the latter was 
the Governor of Ismailia. Noconfirmation of | 
the reports concerning negotiations for an 


armistice with Arabi Pasha have yet 
been received by the Government. 
It is reported from Mahsameh that a wound- 
ed Egvptian officer found on the fieid after 
Monday’s fight states that Arabi Pasha 
ordered the attack on Kassassin Camp, stat- 
ing that, in his present position, it was abso- 
luteiy necessary to defeat the enemy. 


Kassassin. 
From the New \ork Herald. 

The British in their steady advance from 
Ismailia have received their first important 
check at a point on the Sweetwater Canal 
between chat town and Zagazig. The point 
is Kassassin or Casassin, which is a village 
similar to most Egyptian villages—that is to 
say, it is composed of a number of mud huts, 
thatched with palm leaves, a rude mosque 
and several clusters of date palm trees. It is 
Gontiguous to one of the locks of the Sweet- 
Water Canal, and at this season of the year 
the country surroundiag it is either wholly 
or partially flooded. The waters which are 
drawn off the Sweetwater Canal at Kassassin 
are led through the country between raised 


embankments, which are regulated to 
the conditions of the ground by 
ihe fellaheen. This peculiar state of 
the land must have made it ditticult 


for the British cavalry and artillery to move, 
and the comparaiively heavy loss infil cted 
upon the British must be due tothe light 
equipment of the Egyptian Arab troops, their 


and the iaability of the English cavalry and 
gunners to get upen them with any effect. 


In all probability the Arabs worked up to 
ine British encampment under the shadow 
oi the numerous embanked water courses 
and go in among the infantry before Sir Gar- 
net Woisetev’s infantry weie able to keep 
them out. Ogce in among the infantry, the 
Arabs had a fair chance of playing havuc; for 
there can be little doubt that at close quar- 
ters a Bedouin, like an Afghan gunzee, 
is quite as good a man as an ordin- 
ary specimen of the ‘pte sent British infantry. 
Indeed, it is doubtful Whether ne is not much 
better, both as:egards physique and deter- 
mination. If a few Bedouius got right in 
among a similar number of short service 
British soidiers they wou'd be apt to damage 
that fine old British fiction which assumes an 
Euglish soidier to be the best in the world. 
The British will have to depend for success 
upon the excellence of their weapons, which, 
of course, are infinitely superior to those of 
the Ezyptians, but they wiil have to be very 
cautious about relying on their physique. 

Ihe brief particulars to hand of the fight 
at Kassassin are suggestive of the style of 
fighting which Arabi’s light cavairy of the 
desert intend to carry out upon Sir Garnet 
Wolseley’s force before it reaches the walls 
of Cairo. The suddeo moonlight surprise 
and the rapid disappearance alter the rush 
are thoroughly churacteristic of the battle 
plans of nomadic Mohammedan peoples. 
During the Afghan warthe British troops 
made the acquaintance of several of these de- 
structive and usually bioody rushes, and, to 
use an expressive Irish bull,“ few of the 
English soldiers ever went to sleep in the 
field without expecting to wake up dead in 
the mo:ning. Ihe Wuzeeries, who occupy a 
large trac: of mountainous territory in South- 
eastern Afghanistan, are notoriou-ly expert 
al this mode of fighting. Armiog themselves 
with Charahs (ueavy-bacKxed knives), hey 
assembie in dead silence, march oun their 
silent sandals and then rush through the ene- 
my’s camp, slashing right and left, cutting 
tent ropes, maiming horses and slaying 
Wwhomsvever they encounter in their war- 
path. Once clear of the camp, with its ma<s 
of fallen tents, helpiess men and stampediog, 
maduened horses, they trot off to their hiils 
again as silentiyasthey came and assembie 
dme hours afterward in their villages to wipe 
their biades, pass round the hookan and talk 
of the deeds they individually had done. As 
a rule they escape uumolested. One or two 
may be shot down accidentaliy, but they leave 
behind a much greater tale of slaughter than 
their enemy can possibly infliet upon them. 
The Bedouins perform the same kiod of feats 
as these wild fanatical Wuzeeries. They de- 
light in quick dashes and surprises. One of 
these dashes is apparently What they have 
made on the British camp at Kassassin; and 
although Gen. Wolseley’s next bulletin may 
announce another British victory, it is more 
than probabie that the adveniurous Bedouins 
esca, ed into the desert without much scathe 
and are laughing to their caftans at the be- 
wildermeut of the Britishers.

GRAIN SHIPPERS’ COMPLAINT. 


Peculiar Action of a Ratlroad Com- 
pany in Delivering Grain. 


Shippers on ’Change are complaining that 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Railway is 
not giving them a fair deal, and that certain 
actions of the road, if continued, will materi- 
ally interfere with business. The complaint 
comes from those to whom grain is shipped 
which is not to go into eleva- 
to's, but to be delivered on track. 


A ease in point bas just oceurred. Clap- 
hamson & Co. boughtdive car-loads of wheat 
from Talbott & Meiton, to be delivered on the 
track. When it arrived here Claphamzon & 
Co. asked of Mr. J. A. Manten, the agent of 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Road, that 
the five cars be sent to East St. Louis. This 
the agent refused, stating that he woaild al- 
low no carsto go east of St. Louis. 
Thinking that Mr. Manton feared that the 
cars would be delayed on the other side of the 
river, Claphamson &Co. got a notice from 
Mr. H. W. Gay, agent of the I. & St. L Road, 
stating that the cars would be returned mos! 
promptly. This was shown to Mr. Manton, 
but be still repeated thathe would allow none 
' bis cars to go east of St. Louis. 
Two of the five cars were billed to East St. 
Louis, but these would not be allowed to go 
either. Then the proposition was made that 
tre I. & St. L. should send their cars to this 
side and transfer the grain to them. But to 
this arrangement the St. Louis and San Fran- 
¢ sco people again ol jected, and stated that 
they could not permit any grain to be 
transferred from their cars to anv other, 
Nothing remained but that the grain should 
gO into the elevators, This the shippers did 
not want, and tbev have been 4 acu- 
rious fix. They e aim that they cannot get 
the grain into the elevators half the time, if 
they want to, on account of the b ockade 
on the tracks. They cannot get it to East St. 
Luis or transfer it on this side on account 
of the action of the railway people. 

It is not suppo-ed that the railwayfpeople 
are acting in the interest of the elevators, but 
the step taken above must necessarily force 
all grain into elevators, whether the buyers 
want it to go there or not.

AMATING OUNDREIS. 


The Bungling Ke anee Bank Robbers 
Morat Mr Pratt. 
From Yesterday’s Chicago Times. 

Later particulars of the artes of the Ke- 
wanee bank robbers emphasize the inglorious 
endiag of what seemed tobe a bo diy-planned 
and brilliantly-executed scheme When 
some one Within the bank is in league with 
the r-bbers the element of daring which sur- 
rourds the consummation of the pian is re- 
duced to a misimum. That such was the 
case in Kewanee is ao longer a mere matter 
of speculation. Notwithstanding that young 
Mr. Patt, the assistant cashier, was sup- 
posed by his trustful fellow-citizens to be 
entirely above reproach, his own state 
ments have at last dispeiied this idea. The 
morning after the robbery cautious isquiries 
by reporters about the young mar were indig- 
nantly repelled by the people of Kewanee. 
Their faith in him continued unshaken, and 
when it became known Tuesday that Pinker- 
ton's men had arrested him, there was talk 
running the Pinkerton force out of he vil- 
lage. Pratt’s arrest was made late Monday 
nieht, and the house of bis family.theroughiy 
searched. The statements made by Weich, 
and the finding of telegrams in his valise from 
Pratt, led to the arrest. Pratt maintained 
his innocence at first, and stoutly pro:ested 
that he did not know Welch. Tuesday after- 
noon he weakened when he learned tha 
Welch was dete; mined to shift the responsi- 
bility, and confessed his share in the robbery. 
He stated to William Pinkerton that the 
money had been divided between tke two 
men who did the robbery and himeelf. As 
was surmised be had removed his share from 
the bank the night before and buried it 
in his father’s vard. The gmouat was some- 
thing over $6.000in gold. So weil had he 
concealed the money that the deteciives were 
upabie to fiad ittill Pratt showed them the 
spot where he had buried the gold. Pratt’s 
story coincides with that told by Welch and 
Scott regarding the planning of the robbery, 
with the exception that he tries to shift the 
responsibility to them. He states that Welch 
wus in Kewanee the week before the robbery 
and got $200 from him. Friday. he came to 
Cbiesgo and gambied the whole amount 
away. Monday he turned up at Kewanee, 
without a cent, accompaaied by his coufeder- 
ate. He sent a note to Pratt asking the name 
of some man about ten miles out of towa, 
who could be mentioned in hirisg a liverv. 
Pratt inclosed him $20 and gave the name a8 
requested. Theieaviag of the vaise in the 
bank gave an opportunity to arraage for the 
signal at what time the bank should be 
robbed. This was a peculiar arrangement of 
the card used to indicate wheiher the 
punk Was Open or closed. Whiie the men 
were taking the money, after Miss Palmer 
had been pounded senseless, Pratt suggested 
toat he had been forgotten, and one of the 
party struck him over the head with a re- 
volver. This did not produce sufficient effect 
and Pratt himself knocked his head against 
the vault tili he was half senseiess, and 
thought he had overdone the job. The 
further particulars are already familiar to 
the public. It bas been learned that when 
Weich and his companion left che town they 
stuck close to the railroad and did not enter 
the timber. While tramving and concealing 
themselves near the line of the track they saw 
two or three search-parties pass. They 
reached the line of the R ck Isiand Railroad 
and walkea to Cambridge, where they took a 


ain. 

Pratt has been considered a fine sample of 
a model young man. Tne son of tae village 
postmaste-, a faithful Sunday-scnool teacher, 
and the basso profundo of the church choir, 
he has beena prominent social figure. He 
was to bave been married shortly to a voung 
lady of Kawanee. Weich and Scott are born 
provided with young and pretty wives, wh» 
have interested themselves actively to secure 
immunity for their graceless husbands 
Notwithstandipg the reputation whicb Pratt 
maintained among the good people of the 
vi inge, the investigations made by the deiec 
tives have sbown tuat he was a tolerabiy ac- 
complisbed scoundre!. While he was rot 
known totarry at the wine when it was red, 
nor to linger in the lap of Venus, he had an 


itehing paim for the material thing. 
of this world. Iu company witb 
Scott he played a good many 


successful games of poker, the two hav- 
ing a pecniiar system of “‘tips’? by which 
they managed to fleece the inexperienced 
miayers. One cf their vicums was a young 
Kewanee jewe'er, whom they swindled t, 
ihe extent of 8300. The most considerable 
ot. Pratt’s overations was the passing of 
forged checks about a year ago. The amount 
realized was 31 500, instead of $600, as has 
been previously stated. The checks were 
ob ained by Scott, the siznatures forged by 
Pratt and passed by Weich. To avoid sus- 
picion and a close examination certificates of 
deposit were asked instead of cash. Yes- 
terday afternoon Pratt and Welch were 
taken before agm:gistrate and waived exam- 
ination. In defauit ,of $12,000 bail they 
were Laken to the Hen county ja l, at Cam- 
bridge, by Sheriff Goodxall. Pratt’s fathe: 
bas employed a las yer to defend him. 

Dr. Scott arrived in the city yesterday in 
charge of Pinkerton’s officers. His wife ac- 
companied him. Scott makes no attempt to 
conceal his knuwledge of the robbery, but de- 
nies most strenuously that he had any part in 
it. He admits that his character while in 
Kewanee was not of the best, but claims tha 
he has been leading a decent life since leaving 
there, He caims that his intr duction of 
Welch aud Pratt was without anv thought of 
the robbery; that Pratt was the first to pro- 
pose it, and that he often bousted of bis 
ability to swindle the bank, cit- 
ing one instance in which he beat 
it out of $100. The forged checks he 
also charges to Pratt. The detectives are in- 
clined to believe that Scott's knowledge of the 
forgeries nus been used to influence Pratt 
Scott says the latter prsposed the robbery to 
him, and taunted him, when he re/used, wiih 
being afraid totake the risk. He was aware 
of the intention to rob the bank, but knew 
nothing of the ac:ual deed until he read of it 
in the newspapers. He asserte that the let- 
ter he addressed to Welch, at Peoria, which 
first gave the Pinkerton’s their clew, was 


merely intended to warn him of danger, and 


to suggest the necessity cf getting out of the 
country. Scott's wife left for her parents, in 
Kewauee, last night,and he will be taken there 
to-day. He professes to be ignorant of the 
identity of Welch’s companion. Tata mys 
te:ious individual will hereafter be the cen- 
ter of interestin this case. It bas been learned 
that there is anotber commercial trave er 
who was aparty tothe pian. He weakened 
and refused to have anything to do with the 
matter. Then Weich picked up a third com 

mercial man, Who had nerve envugh to take 
a havd. Ic is presumed that he has been 
putting a good di-tance between himeeif aud 
the State of Liltnois, and, if Welch concludes 
to reveal his identity, he will be safely across 
the border. The Pinkertons bave, up to 
date, recovered about one-half the original 
a from Welch and $6,000 from 
’ralt.

ARABI’S LIKUTHNANT. 


The Poisoning ot His Brother in True 
Oriental Style. 
From the New York Herald. 

The common afl mation that no Turk can 
bear a brother near his throne is equally true 
of Eastern celebrities of almost every descrip- 
tion. Toulba Pashais an example. A few 
weeks ago he was one of the foremost of 
Arabi Bey's Generai’s. He was petted and 
given power, and he was in Arabi’s inner- 
most Ceunsels. Now he is poisoned. Donbt- 
less ne bas fallen a victim to intrigue. Orien- 
tal intrigue steps at no hing. Life is trifle 
in its path. Somebody has grown jealous of 
Toutba’s greatness, and he has been, as the 
Easterns euphemistically describe it, re- 
moved.” Itis difficult to believe that Arabi 
Pasha bimself has nad any band in the re- 
moval of his favored Lieutenant. The man 
must have become too useful to him in such 


& crisis as the present to be 
made the victim of a crime. The 
probability, therefore, is that some o 


Arabi’s inferior officers, jealous of the in- 
creasing power of a rival, are responsible for 
ine “deep damnation of the taking off’’ of 
Toulba Pasha. Toulba rose to power with 
Arabi. Both were feilaheen in their younger 
dars. Both enlisted in the Egyptian army 
about the same time. Arabi was ambitious, 
and apparently a born leader of men. Toulbsa 
was brave, but he was also shrewd in his con- 
ceptionsand ductile in his actions, so that he 
soon perceived his fortunes lay in the same 
direction as those of his comrade. He at- 
tached himself to Arabi through thick and 
‘hin. He became an Arabi Bey *‘staiwart.”’ 
When Arabi Bey was but a coionel aad im- 
prisoned in Cairo for insubordination with 
some other adventurers, Toviba shared 
in the military revolt which eventu- 
ally bad the important result of enabliug 
Arabi to make his escape through the win- 
dows of bis prison. When Arabi took in 
hand the Chamber of Notabies and began 
forcing the reluctant financial and diplematic 
methods of the Khedive, Toulba was to the 
f re with his regiment, for he, too, had risen 
into power and wasaruler of men. When 
the martial clouds began to overcast Alexan- 
dria the Khedive placed his confidence in 
Loufti Nachaas, Governor of that unfurtun- 
ate city. But this arrangement did not suit 
Arabi Bey, who nominated his friend Toulba 
to the same post, in direct opposition to 
Loufti.. Ia consequence of the military de- 
fections from ailegiance to the Khedive, 
Loufii, after a short and vain struggie, had 
to leave Toulba in undisputed possession of 
the governorship of Alexandria. During the 
bombardment Teulba was Arabi’s right nand 
man. To him has been ascribed much of the 
barbarities which were perpetrated in the 
city, both before and after it feil into the 
nands of the English. His seldiers are be 
lieved to be those that murdered 
Christians, burned whole streets and ivoted 
property wherever it could befound. The 
Bedvuins that were hovering around the 
dvomed city were not more rapa- 
cious tban the soldiers of the Governor. 
When the mischief was completely wrought 
in Alexandria Toulba Pasha retired with his 
soidiers to the line of country outside the 


city, stretching from Ramieh to Lake Mar- 
eotis, and there threw up earthworks and 
other fortifications. After Gen. Alisen’s re- 
connoissance to discover the force of the 
Evzyptiaos before him at Alexaniria, Arabi 
Pasha issued a remarkable bulietin, in which 
ne described in true Oriental tropes the re- 
markab e prowess exnibited by his General 
Toulba Pasha. ‘Toulba, it was proclaimed, 
had defeat ed three cowardiv Euglisu regi- 
ments. Toulva next retired to Kafr el 
Dwar. There, whiie Arabi Bey was coquet- 
1g with De Lesseps and moving about the 
country, he erected fortifications, and there 
he has been poisoaed. 
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Riding Blondin.

“That was a fuun thing, my getting the 
title of Colonel,“ said Col. T. Allison Brown, 
the theatrical manager.

A 
man had been engaged to act as Biondin’s 
load in the previous feat, but at the last mo 
ment, and when the audience was evincisg 
worriment and disappointment, he refused to 
play his part. Well, I couldn’t blame him 
much; it was One of the toughest rope ascents 
that Biondin ever made, the rope being 
streiched on a steep incline from the stage t, 
ige fourth tier and over the heads of the 
audience. What was to be dene?! That was 
the question. The people had all paid their 
money, and there as Biondin with bis repu- 
tion almost in the baisoce. Who would ac 
company him? Would 1 take the 
chance? was the question that Biondia 
sent to me. Now, ia those days I dida’t 
fear anythiag or anybody, and a few mo- 
ments afterward I found myself on Bion- 
din’s back, slow.y a»ceading over (he slender 
support toward the dome of the theater, con- 
sciuus of only one encouragement in the 
hazardous uvderiakiog. If feil he must 
tall too. Once or twice I felt the swaying of 
his body and the shaking of his knees, but J 
had such conidence iu his prowess that 1 
thought hne was only trying toscareme. At 
last he stepped on the platform built near 
the dome, and such & yellof applause was 
never before aor since heard ina theater. 
Not until the ordeal was past did I realize 
che awful chance for life I had taken. One 
false step, the weakening ofa muscle, the 
paralysis of a nerve, aud voth of us would 
have fallen fifty or -evesty-five feet on to the 
heads of the audience. The shouts and yelis 
continued fur mivutes, and when I made my 
appearance among the boys again they dub- 
bed me the Colouel. The name has ciung to 
me as faithfully as if it had been won in re- 
treating Bull Run or bloody Au ſetam.

nyan come of agypsy race? This ts 
Bannon = which Mr. James Simson dis- 
cusses in a pamphlet which he has just pub- 
lished and which he answers in tbe affirma- 
tive. The starting poiat of the contreveray 
is a passage in Busyan’s sutobiography 
wherein he says: For my descent it was, as 
is well known by many, of a low and iscon- 
siderable generation, My father’s heuse being 
of that rank that is meanest and 
most despised of ail the fam- 
ilies of the land. Those who refuse to 
believe that the iilustrious author of “The 
Pilgrim’s Pregress” was of gyp*y race con- 
tend that this means simply that bis family 
were tinke s.

The curious revolutions 
of the political whirligig in the case of Cor- 
nell aud Conkling are much commented up- 
on. In the two preceding Gubernatorial 
Conventions, Mr. Conkling battled desper- 
ately to secure the nomination for Mr. Cor- 
nell.

Three years later finds him 
in an earnest eff rt to defeat the Governer 
he had made, and that Governor doing his 
utmostto crush the man through whose 
friendship he had risen to pover.

THE TWIN RELIC. 

Over twenty years bave elapsed since the 
Republicans first declared war against poly- 
gamy and pledged themselves to destroy it. 
During all of twenty years they have held the 
executive power of the Federal Government, 
and during nearly all of that time they have 
wielded the practically unlimited legislative 
power which is conceded to Congress 
over the Territories prior to their becoming 
States. Yetduring all thattime polygamy 
has flourished and multiplied itself in Utah 
without let or hindrance. Cargo after cargo 
of fair-haired Scandinavian girls, ruddy Ger- 
man frauleins and plump English maidens, 
has reached our shores every year to repien- 
ish the harems of the Utah saints, where- 
by the branches of polygamy have 
been rapidly multiplied and Mormon kin- 
dreds mightily strengthened. Children born 
of polygamous relations begun since the Re- 
publican party first declared war against 
that institution, are now the mothers and 
fathers of polygamous offspring themselves. 
No want of power, no constitutional bar, has 
prevented the fulfillment of the pledge made 
twenty-two years ago to suppress polygamy. 
Short work was made of the other one of the 
“twin relies,“ and it was wiped out regard- 
less of cost or constitutional guarantees. But 
with reference tothe suppression of polyg- 
amy, athing much more easily shattered, 
the study of our Republican statesmen has 
ever been how not todo f.“ Even now, 
while Republican State conventions are 
pluming themselves on the recently enacted 
anti-polygamy measure as the final redemp- 
tion of the pledge of 1860, the Commissioners 
appointed by President ARTHUR to enforce 
it are converting it into a hollow mockery, “a 
barren idealitv.”” They have discovered that 
all the polygamists and polygamous women 
are already registered as lawful voters; that 
under this new law there is no authority to 
strike names from the registration lists till 
next May; that at the elections to be held in 
the meantime registration is prima facie evi- 
dence of the right to vote; and that all the 
Commissioners can do on election day, under 
this new law, is to refuse to receive the votes 
of persons whom they can convict at the 
polls of holding those polygamous relations 
for which the new iaw disfranchises them. 
The secrecy which the Mormons throw 
around the formation and existence of these 
relations was pointed out when the 
bill was pending as a means 
by which they would render the 
measure practically inoperative, even when 
the Commissioners undertake to make new 
registration lists, as the law permits, in May. 
In the meantime the Mormon hierarchy will 
run the Utah elections and have everything 
their own way, as usual. The prospect that 
this new law would emancipate the non- 
polygamous Mormons from ecclesiastical rule 
in this matter, and rectify the machinery of 
the civil power so as to render the punish- 
ment of polygamy practicable, is again fading 
away, leaving us still groping in the dark for 
a solution of this Mormon problem, but leav- 
ing the dupes of the Mormon priesthood 
more confirmed in the faith that polygamy is 
ordained by Gop and that the authority and 
power ofthe United States cannot prevail 
against it.

THE majority report of the Kansas Demo- 
crats on the Prohibition question is 
frank and strong, saying or suggesting 
about all that cam be urged against the 
policy in an ordinary stump speech. 
Their position is exactly that of the Post- 
DIsPATCH—recognizing the evils of in- 
temperance aud the interest of society in re- 
straining the same by a stringent reguiation 
of the liquor traffic, but without trenching 
upon the citizen’s right of private judgment 
and absolute self-control in matters of per- 
soval conduct not infringing upon the rights

ot others. They demand the resubmission of 


the Prohibition amendment and uree its re- 
peal by the popular vote, because it makes 
crimes of things that are not regarded as 
crimes by the common law or the judgment 
of mankind, and because the attempt to en- 
force it where it contravenes public senti- 
ment is a disastrous failure, inviting viola- 
tions of law and adding new evils to those it 
fails to mitigate. The minority report, which 
was adopted by a vote of 177 to 128, seems to 
de a collection of able newspaper editorials 
onia great variety of topics, but it manages to 
include in a mass of verbiage the substance 
of the majority’s deliverance on the main 
questions.

IN the Eighth District (the old Third) the 
Hon. JOHN O'NEILL seems to be haviag what 
the horse people call a “ walk-over.““ Thus 
far he bas met with no opposition on the 
Democratic side of the house. O'NEIIL's 
popularity with the boys in the district is very 
great, but he has ruined himself with the 
newspapers, and itis doubtful whether he 
will have an organ to represent bim in the 
campaign.

each. They seldom forgive an injury of this 
eharacter. It is understood that the Repub- 
lican’s advertising solicitor charges that Mr. 
O’NEILL’s action was instigated by a desire to 
help the base-ball business. in which he is in- 
terested. He holds stock in the Sportsmen’s 
Park Association. We are confident that 
this is a mistake. O'NEILL is a liberal man 
and his statesmansbio runs on a broad gauge. 


Car. TOM LEaTHERS,a geutleman who 
has navigated Western waters ever since the 
keel-boat era, has made the astounding dis- 
covery that the Mississippi jetties were de- 
signed by the great railway monopolists a» 
obstructions tothe river, the ultimate pur- 
pose being to destroy our great water high- 
way.

The St. Louis soldier boys who partieipated 
in the military tournament at Dubuque, Ia.

costumes. The boys are well pleased with 
their trip and enthusiastic over the Dubuque 
ladies. 

Battery A of the Light Artillery,the cavairy 
company, Company E and the Branch 
Guards attended the drill. The feature of 
the tournament was the general competitive 
Grill, first prize $1,000, second prize $500. 
The Branch Guards entered for the prize 
with a short allowance of men, necessitating 
putting two of the Lieutenants into the ranks. 


This took off ten peints from their 
score. The Por'er Rifle-, of Nashville, Tenn., 
entered with full representa'ion and only 
tock first prize from the Branch by five 
points.

Capt. Thomas F. Leathers, of the steamer 
Natchez, is one cf those anciect am phibeao 
gentlemen whose present existence merges 


into reminiscences of the Mississippi River’s 


past. The Captain is a type of character rap- 
idly dying cut; a character which at one 
period of the West outranked the civil 
and the military, and fairly rolled im ac- 
cumulations of wealth. The steamboat msg- 
mate of twenty-five years ago is fairly re- 
tained ani depicted in Capt. Leathers. He is 
fully six feet in height, rich in abdomina! de- 
velopment, ruddy of face and commanding in 
appesrance. He wears a white straw som 
orero, jauntily poised on the back of his 
bead, and his expansive bosom is adorned 


with a ruffled sbirt of early English cut. He 
sports an antique fob-chain that mignt 
have belonged Oscar Wide“ 
grandfather. The Captain is, of course. 3 
native Kentuckian, ard for forty-six consec- 
utive years he has “sailed the waters bive 
between New Orleans and this city, bappy in 
the consciousness that so long as the river 
runs and be lives be will be captain of some 
dig craft. Recently, however, the Captaie 
bas appeared to be melanchoiy, as though 
filled with darkest forebedings, and his con- 
versstion has been fraught with distru -. 
Tue other evening he bitched on to an 
easy chair in front of the Licde!l Hotel, dof- 
fed his white sembrero and erjoyed the cool 
breezes which ever and anon fanned bis 
massive brow. An old friend of the Captain’s 
ehanced to arrive, aud together they talked 
asd sighed until far into the night. Finally. 
after an unueually long pause, Capt. Lea ber- 
drew bis chaira little nearer to his friend, 
and whispered: 

“Did you know that this jettv business was
